Angular Leaf Spot, 
Cucumber Disease, 
Seen as Major Cause 


MADISON — Wisconsin's pickle 


crop took about a 30 per cent 
drop in production last year. A 
cucumber disease called angular 
leaf spot caused a big part of the 
drop, according to Earl Wade, 
University of Wisconsin plant dis- 
ease specialist. 


Wade doesn't hold angular leaf 


spot solely responsible. Unfavora- 
ble weather conditions undoubted- 
ly played a part. Other diseases 
such as anthracnose, 
bacterial 


wilt, 
mosaic 
and damping-off 


caused some damage. But angu 
lar leaf spot is the most wide- 
spread and destrictive cucumber 
disease in Wisconsin right now, 
says Wade. 


Leaf spot infection shows up 


first on the older leaves as small 
water-soaked spots. The spots be- 
come angular-shaped and tan or 
light brown in color as they en- 
large in size — up to about an 
eighth of an inch in diameter. 
The spot, or killed tissue, often 
drops out leaving a "shot hole." 
The disease also attacks the fruits 
— especially the older, larger cu- 
cumbers. 


Can Take Steps 


Growers can take steps to con- 


trol leaf spot during the coming 
season. There aren't any fool- 
proof methods yet. but growers 
can prevent rapid and severe 
build-up of the infection, and con- 
sequent serious crop reductions. 


First. Wade wculd follow a

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Legislators as JoJb-Seefcers 


Almost as if to say that Gov. Reynolds 


does not yet have enough political trouble, 
his Democratic friends in the legislature 
have created for him a tantalizing new 
dilemma by submitting to him as candi- 
dates for a seat on the State Industrial Com- 
mission the names of two prominent Demo- 
cratic politicians in the legislature. 


The state senate Democrats a fortnight 


ago urged the governor to name 
Sen. 


Kendziorski of Milwaukee to rne $14 000 a 
year seat that will presumably soon be 
vacated with the expiration of the term 
of Reuben G. Knutson, the senior member 
of that important agency who is a holdo\er 
from a Republican administration 


Not to be outdone, the assembly Demo- 


crats thereupon sent Mr Reynolds a letter 
asking him to choose Assemblyman Flan- 
nigan of Milwaukee. Manifestly, one of 
these men will be disappointed when the 
governor acts, and possibly both. It is a 
curious additional burden for the governor 
to bear, when he already has a surfeit of 
challenging conflict with the Republicans 
who rule the legislative branch. 


These favorites of the Democratic house 


caucuses are amiable men. and conscien- 
tious legislators within the restrictions 
imposed upon them by their party s ideol- 


ogy. But we would presume to doubt that 
they have many visible qualifications for 
sitting on a board that administers some 
of the most important of the laws involv- 
ing business and industry labor, public 
safely, and such huge insurance programs 
as workmen's compensation and unemploy- 
ment compensation, involving a total pay- 
roll of more than 500 persons. 


If the governor chooses one of these 


two he will be declaring in effect that he 
is rewarding a political friend, .and run the 
risk of some public disapproval because 
the two other members of th»s commission 
were clearly chosen also for their partisan 
achievements, rather than their experi- 
ences ^r competence in public administra- 
tion or relevant business life 


Yet these may be unimportant side- 


lights of the capitol's politics As we read 
the temper of the Republican legislative 
majority as it has been shown in public 
statements thus far. the state senate is not 
likely to give the confirmation vote that 
will be required for the new Democratic 
governor to seat any of his nominees in- 
tended to replace incumbents Mr Knutson 
and other incumbents in important ap- 
pointive offices who are nearmg the end 
of their terms may very well remain a 
while longer as a result 


Congratulations to David Hall 


Those who have worked with David Hall 


of Green Bay or have known him person- 
ally since his tragic accident can easily 
agree that he deserves the title of Handi- 
capped American of the Year announced 
this week from Washington. 


Certainly many people must overcome 


minor or major handicaps to make a living 
or a contribution to their society or family. 
Many with no other handicap than indo- 
lence never make the grade But the most 
impressive factor in Hall's success is not 
that he has managed to overcome to a 
great degree the severe physical restric- 


tions of his parahsis It is that he spends 
a large part of his time in encouraging 
other handicapped people to realize that 
they do have a future and that their lives 
have meaning. Katherine Bulter Hathaway, 
herself a cripple, emphasized in her book 
T7ie Little Locksmith that she succeeded 
not in spite of her physical condition but 
because of it. 


Hall's work with the handicapped is 


certainly important. But his own example 
is the greatest inspiration not only for 
those wbo must face life with a serious 
disability but for those who are healthy 
and physically unimpaired. 


Reporters Still Banned by Red China 


The vast difference in ideology be- 


tween Communist and free nations once 
again is indicated by the conference drag- 
ging on between Red Chinese and United 
States representatives on a possible ex- 
change of newsmen. 


While the United States frowns on re- 


porters going to Red China and. according 
to Elmer Snow who went anyway the State 
Department tries to dissuade such report- 
ers, it is Red China which keeps them out. 
Snow was permitted into China under the 
semantic escape that he was a writer rath- 
er than a correspondent. It is difficult 
to tell, since there is no other American 
reporting with whom to compare Snows 
work, whether he is even a little objective 
or whether his sympathy for the Chinese 
or possibly their cause badly colored his 
writing 


The talks, in Warsaw, concern the ad- 


mittance of Americans to Red China and 
Red Chinese to the United States. Our 
government has reaffirmed that it will 
issue a visa to any bona fide newsman. 
But China wants us instead to agree to 
permit entry to a certain number of Chi- 
nese reporters without bothering about 
their antecedents or accreditation. 


As far as Americans going to China is 


concerned, the Peking regime insists that 
American reporters must support the Red 
Chinese demand that the L S break its 
treaty with the Republic of China and get 
its forces out of Taiwan and the straits 


The idea of a free press is completely 


antithetical to a totalitarian government. 
By the regime's very nature it must con- 
sider everyone under its control as work- 
ing entirely for the betterment and prog- 


ress of the state. Whether the state is sup- 
posed to exist to help the subjects in the 
long run is beside the point. Newsmen, 
artists, scientists, farmers, machinists all 
can do nothing which might in any way 
affect the control of the bureaucracy This 
is completely different from the Western 
concept that the press safeguards the peo- 
ple through its unhampered reporting of 
everything including tyrannical govern- 
ment. In recent months we are not sure 
that the Kennedy adnuiistration under- 
stands this principle but it does still exist. 


Early in the conferences at Warsaw, 


the United States refused to permit Amer- 
ican reporters to go to Red China because 
Americans were still held m prison there. 
The theory was that the US. could not 
ensure the reporters' safety as long as 
Americans were unjustly held in prison. 
But we backed down from this rather un- 
tenable position and stressed instead that 
newsmen should be able to report upon 
the conditions of the prisoners 


It would be advantageous for the West 


to have American reporters in Red China 
Although their copy \\ould be subject to 
censorship, as it is from any Communist 
country, a great deal of needed informa- 
tion about China could come out. And re- 
porters, once they came home again would 
not have to write according to Chinese 
restrictions. 


But although there are dozens of Amer- 


ican newsmen accredited by the State De- 
partment ready to go to Red China, there 
is no sign of a spbt in the bamboo cur- 
tain. We seem no closer to an agreement 
with Red China than when the talks be- 
gan in 1955.
